These j 
include improvement of corridor outside Safeway, adequate fencir. c 
around excavations and removal of Metro storage area on the M St. 
side of the mall. 

Although no vote was requested of the Task Force, Dugas, as the 
chair, refused to consider the long range goals at this time. These 
include the completion of the mall and obtaining a small depart¬ 
ment store. 

A1 Miller, acting administrator of Development Administration, 
RLA, announced that the Bresler & Reiner, Inc. (the mall devel¬ 
opers) request to have the unconstructed part of the project divided 
into three parts “was denied by RLA and the performance require¬ 
ments of the existing lease are still in effect.” 

The developer's request came in response to an RLA letter of 
Sept. 30,1976, which stated that Bresler & Reiner. Inc. is in 
breach of its contract for not proceeding with construction on the 
M St. site and for failing to file approvable final plans for the 
1 St. site.

NEW EVIDENCE FOR BUZZARD PT. SUIT 


Counsel for Southwest Neighborhood Assembly, Southwest Com¬ 
munity House, etc., filed additional memoranda in U.S.District 
Court in support of contention that an environmental impact state¬ 
ment is required for General Services Administration (GSA) to 
lease the building at 1900 Half St.SW. One memo states belief 
that facts developed in the Tauber Deposition establish that the 
builders were “induced to seek a new permit, execute a con¬ 
struction contract, repeatedly change plans and forestall action, 
seek & obtain financing & finally, in frustration at repeated 
delays, begin excavation of the site in an attempt to satisfy the 
requirements of the GSA Solicitation, and that such induce¬ 
ment was the primary reason for construction of the building” 

The second memo gives previously unknown evidence presented 
by GSA employees at the Dec. 17,1976 hearings, conducted by 
Congressman Dingell’s Subcommittee on Energy & Power. 

“The hearings demonstrated that GSA regulations in force at 
the time the negative environmental declaration was prepared 
and the lease award was made on June 3,1975, required that 
the GSA Office of General Counsel and the Director of 
Environmental Affairs must concur with the negative declara¬ 
tion before any further action could be taken on the project. 

Both officials refused to concur and refused to sign the neg¬ 
ative declaration. Thus the award of the lease was prohibited 
by regulations. The lease award was illegal.” 

The SWNA Executive Board voted to ask the Assembly’s 
approvahat the Jan. 27 meeting, for a S250 expenditure from 
general funds be used for Buzzard’s Point legal fees. If 
approved, there will still be an outstanding balance of S350.

ANC ACTS ON CITIZEN PARTICIPATION ISSUES 
The SW/SE ANC approved resolutions at its January 
31 meeting asking John Wilson to reintroduce the 
“Resident Councils Act” and asking the City Council 
to give its support to ANCs as the "citizen participa¬ 
tion mechanism” under Community Development 
grants. 

The Resident Councils Act, which is strongly backed 
by the Greenleaf Residents Councils, would give the 
resident councils in public housing new authority to 
participate in setting property priorities, choosing 
new employees, and enforcing residency rules. 

The ANC also passed a resolution asking Congress to 
allow the District to take care of recent allegations of 
“nepotism” on its own and not to interfere with 
Home Rule. 

NON-VOTING NEIGHBORHOOD DELEGATES 
JOIN ANC 

Leon Fields (SMD 7), Mair Moody (SMD 5), and 
Grace Savage (SMD 4) have been seated as non-voting 
neighborhood Delegates on the ANC - filling vacancies.

OPPOSITION TO DEVELOPMENT OF S.E. 40 ACRES 
Following two Community Meetings, one held at the 
^rthur Capper recreation center at the end of Novem- 
Br and another in mid-January at St. Vincents Church, 
the SW/SE ANC has advised the D.C. government not 
to proceed with its plans to develop a 40 acre tract in 
near Southeast. 

The resolution passed by the Commission argues that 
a “general plan for the entire South Capitol Street/ 
Buzzard Point area” should be adopted before the 
District government signs ‘any agreements for planning 
and for private development of the 40 acre tract south 
of M Street between South Capitol Street and First 
Street, S.E. that is sometimes known as ‘the South 
Capitol Street Development Area.’ ” 

Residents participating in the two Town Meetings 
said they were afraid that people now living in the 
target area will be forced to move far away and that 
this will increase pressure to redevelop (and dislocate) 
the people living on the southwest side of South Capi¬ 
tol Street as well. Many people also objected that 
development of the 40 acres on a piecemeal basis 
would undermine the work of the joint community- 
government task force that has prepared overall plan¬ 
ning for the South Capitol Street/Buzzard Point area. 
The issue will soon come before the city council. A 
resolution has been introduced, apparently at the 
luest of the Department of Housing and Community 
development, to give the Council’s approval to the 
Department’s redevelopment plans. 

These developments are being watched by the South 
Capitol Street/Buzzard Point Committee, chaired by 
Vivian Williams of Friendship House, which has been 
set up by the ANC, Friendship House, Southwest 
House and the SWNA. 


COMING HOME TO ROOST 
(HOW NOT TO GET HOME RULE) 

A work group was formed on January 12, 1977 by 
Julian Dugas, the City Administrator, to study some 
short-range issues concerning Waterside Mall. The work 
group was to report back on the issues in two weeks 
to the Mayor’s Task Force on Waterside Mall. Four 
weeks later, at press time, the City Administrator had 
not convened the work group. 

Galen Yoder, a representative on the Mayor’s Task 
Force told the SOUTHWESTER, “The City Fathers 
are demonstrating their suicidal attitude towards total 
home rule. With more than thirty Congressmen and 
several hundred Capitol Hill employees living in close 
proximity to the Mall, it is hard to believe that the 
City would attempt to stonewall the special Task Force.” 

LIBRARIAN ON THE AIR 

“The Lost Half Hour”, a 30 minute program for children 
by Erika Stokes, is being aired on WGTB-FM at 90.1 on 
the dial. Ms. Stokes is children’s librarian in the South¬ 
west Library. The program is heard Wednesdays from 
12.05 to 12.35 pm and Saturdays, 8:30 to 9 am in a 
blend of contemporary and traditional stories, songs, 
poetry and games. 

The title is chosen from a fairy tale by Henry Beston, 
in which a young man searches for the half hour “lost” 
by a princess who overslept. After many adventures 
and a year spent in service to Father Time and his sons, 
The Hours, the young man is given a box containing one 
half hour to be used as he chooses, but only once. 
Listeners will also find the Lost Half Hour in their box - 
a radio.

METRO UPDATE 

Matro officials had little good news for SW residents 
at the Jan. 31 Assembly meeting. Train service to the 
Waterfront Station will not begin before 1983. Citing 
prohibitive expense, Donald O’Heam, Office of Pro¬ 
gram Control, ruled out the possibility of a shuttle 
train between Waterfront arid L’Enfant Plaza. There 
was also the problem of no emergency braking dis¬ 
tance (1200 ft.) at the end of the station. However, 
Walter Merglesberg, Office of Construction, announced 
that construction of Waterfront Station was complete 
and M Street would be restored by mid-summer. 

Except for installation of escalators and attaching the 
granite facings to the entrance, there will be no further 
Metro construction at 4th and M Streets. The entrance 
to the station will be securely covered and the 6 foot 
stockade fence will be removed. Merglesberg also prom¬ 
ised that the parking lot at 3rd & M will be cleared of 
construction materials before the summer’s end. 

In a discussion which lasted nearly two hours, Metro 
officials and about 50 interested Southwest residents 
explored the alternatives for early train service to South¬ 
west. O’Heam set the cost for building a cross-over 
just beyond the Waterside Station at about 3 million. 
Additional funds would have to be expended to fit out 
the station as a terminal point. William Fauntroy, 

Office of Planning, indicated that Metro preferred a 
plan which would locate a temporary terminal at 
Anacostia. This would allow a greater number of people 
to use the subway. But such a solution is still years 
away because final planning has not been done and funds 
are not available. 

Up to the very day of the meeting with Southwest resi¬ 
dents, this plan for an Anacostia terminal had been 
delayed by the Metro Board’s inability to choose a 
route for crossing the Anacostia River at the Navy 
Yard. Cody Pfanstiehl revealed, however, that the 
Metro Board had given orders to the staff to discard 
all possible crossings for planning purposes other than 
the so-called “southern crossing”. The Metro staff 
must now prepare final design drawings and an envi - 
ronmental impact statement. When these are com¬ 
pleted, a public hearing will be held to consider views 
on the river crossing. Pfansteil, Director of Public 
Relations, urged that Southwest residents attend the 


hearings and present testimony in favor of completion 
of the line. The southern crossing point will avoid the 
problem of tunneling under the historic buildings at 
the Navy Yard. 


Expressing some amazement, Fauntroy indicated that 
Southwest was the only Washington area neighborhood 
pushing to have early train service. In most neighborhoods 
the trains are unwanted. In fact, the Greenbelt-Suitland 
line, which runs through Southwest, has been delayed, 
according to Metro officials, by community opposition 
to the routes both southeast of the Anacostia station 
and North of the U Street station. 


Metro officials also indicated that the major problem in 
any solution to train service to Southwest involves money. 
O’Hearn indicated that the budget which had been 
recently sent to the Congress included a stringent limit 
on Metro spending. The audience reminded him that 
there was a new President and most likely would be a 
new budget. 


Metro officials also denied strenuously that subway 
construction has prevented completion of Waterside 
Mall. The differences in grade between the street and 
the parking lots cited by the Mali's developer are 2Vi 
inches according to a Metro survey. In addition, there 
is no Metro construction on the North side of the Mall 
to hinder completion of the shops and stores promised 
as part of the Southwest Urban Renewal Plan. 


Metro officials at the Town Hall meeting were firmly 
reminded of the Cincinnati subway, which had been 
built in 1923 and abandoned before a single train 
could run. They were told that Southwest would not 
tolerate such abandonment of the Waterside Station.

THE UNDERGROUND RAILROAD IN SOUTHWEST 
BY WILBUR HUGHES 

In the 1840’s and 50’s, Southwest Washington was 
significantly involved in the vast, clandestine operation 
known as the “underground railroad” - U.R.R. During 
this period, hundreds of slaves used the U.R.R. to 
escape to the northern states and Canada. Southwest 
Washington became a local center of both a land and a 
water route in the U.R.R. 

The Sixth Street Wharf was the water route station. 

It can be documented, that in 1847, Daniel Drayton, a 
Chesapeake Bay waterman, took a slave family of five 
on board his boat, sailed to Frenchtown on the upper 
Eastern Shore of Maryland on the Elk River, where the 
family continued overland to Canada. 

During this period, the Reverend Anthony Bowen, a 
black who had purchased his freedom, was the pastor 
of St. Paul AME Church, then located in the present 
vicinity of L’Enfant Plaza. Bowen hid fleeing slaves in 
the Church and his nearby residence until land or water 
transport could be arranged. Bowen’s church and resi¬ 
dence were tom down about 20 years ago during the 
renewal of Southwest. 

It would seem appropriate, that beginning this month 
- February is Black History Month - the D.C. City 
Council act to provide for the erection of black historical 
site markers in Southwest and other areas of the Nation’s 
Capital.

^ TERRORIST ACTIVITIES CANCEL 
f ATERSIDE MALL HEARING 

In the wake of terrorist activities. Councilman John 
Wilson was forced to cancel the Waterside Mall Hearings, 
which were scheduled for March 10th. 

In an interview with Wilson staff member Barbara Grau, 
THE SOUTHWESTER learned that five members of 
Wilson’s staff were involved in the fifth floor District 
Building scene - - 2 as hostages and 3 barricaded in 
City Council offices directly behind the hostages (and 
gunmen). Grau also reported that Wilson himself had 
gone directly to B’nai B’rith headquarters to help with 
negotiations. Thus he was not atCity Hall when the 
siege began there. 

Just minutes before the siege began at the District 
Building, the SW Assembly had been informed that 
Councilman Marion Barry would be in attendance at 
the Waterside Mall hearings. 

Unfortunately, since this issue of SWer is going to 
press on March 10th, it is too early to say when the 
hearing will be rescheduled.

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ANC ADVISES COUNCIL ON S. CAPITOL STREET 
REDEVELOPMENT 

The ANC has given a "yellow" light to plans to redevelop the 
South Capitol Street area. Support for redevelopment of 40 
es in Southeast along South Capitol Street below M Street 
- being sought by the Department of Housing and Community 
Development (DHCD). 

DHCD head Lorenzo Jacobs has asked the City Council to 
pass a resolution (PR-2-15) endorsing his department’s plan to 
offer a $300,000 feasibility and planning contract. In response 
the ANC at its March 2 meeting has asked the City Council to 
make some important changes in the resolution in order to 
make sure that the rights of the neighborhood and the city as 
a whole are protected. 

A major issue is what will happen to the approximately 450 
people now living in the so-called South Capitol Street Devel¬ 
opment Area (SCSDA). The dislocation caused by urban 
renewal in Southwest is still a bitter memory to many people 
who spoke at two Community Meetings sponsored by the 
ANC. In order to make sure that the experience is not repeated, 
the ANC has asked the City Council to declare in advance it will 
not approve any redevelopment plan or condemn any land 
until the housing needs of the current residents are handled 
satisfactorily. In addition, the ANC asks the Council to go on 
record in favor of earmarking an "adequate" percentage of 
new residential construction for low and moderate income 
families. 

Dravo Corporation, which has expressed interest in redevelop¬ 
ing the South Capitol Street area, has proposed building 
3,000 to 4,000 residential units to shelter 7,000 to 10,000 
people. 

A second major concern expressed in the Community Meetings 
is the fear that DHCD's plan to request redevelopment in only 
of the 170 acres in the South Capitol Street/Buzzard Point 
„,ea represents a piecemeal approach to planning. Since the 
Municipal Planning Office expects to release a general land

SUMMARY OF MARCH 2 ANC MEETING 
INITIATIVE BILL ENDORSED 

The ANC unanimously at its March 2 meeting voted to endorse 
the Initiative and Referendum Act introduced in the City Cou|^^ 
by Julius Hobson. The bill, which will come up for Council co^^ 
sideration in April, would allow voters to pass laws or veto laws 
passed by Council by holding an election. The election would be 
held if 5% of the voters signed a petition asking for it. 

The Statehood Act, also sponsored by Hobson, ran into opposition 
and was tabled. The bill would authorize a referendum in Novem¬ 
ber to find out if the voters favor statehood or not. Opponents 
argued the bill would be unnecessary if the Council passed the 
Initiative and Referendum Act. Supporters argued that the 
Council might not pass the referendum law and even if they did, 
it would be necessary to hold another, costly election. 

In other action, the Commission approved a revised operating 
budget for FY77 and agreed upon a draft budget for FY78 to 
submit to the community for comment. Also approved was an 
addition to the bylaws giving full recognition to the new role 
of non-voting neighborhood Delegates who will represent a SMD 
until a vacancy can be filled. The City Council legislation to pro¬ 
vide a way to fill vacancies between official elections, is proceeding 
slowly and the Commission agreed to support, in principle, a pro¬ 
posed amendment to the vacancy bill by Marion Barry. Barry 
wants to give the Board of Elections and Ethics the power to 
declare an ANC seat vacant if the Commissioner misses too many 
ANC meetings (dereliction of duty).

ANC ADVISES COUNCIL ON S. CAPITOL STREET 
REDEVELOPMENT 

The ANC has given a "yellow" light to plans to redevelop the 
.South Capitol Street area. Support for redevelopment of 40 
^tes in Southeast along South Capitol Street below M Street 
Wteing sought by the Department of Housing and Community 
Development (DHCD). 

DHCD head Lorenzo Jacobs has asked the City Council to 
pass a resolution (PR-2-15) endorsing his department’s plan to 
offer a $300,000 feasibility and planning contract. In response 
the ANC at its March 2 meeting has asked the City Council to 
make some important changes in the resolution in order to 
make sure that the rights of the neighborhood and the city as 
a whole are protected. 

A major issue is what will happen to the approximately 450 
people now living in the so-called South Capitol Street Devel¬ 
opment Area (SCSDA). The dislocation caused by urban 
renewal in Southwest is still a bitter memory to many people 
who spoke at two Community Meetings sponsored by the 
ANC. In order to make sure that the experience is not repeated, 
the ANC has asked the City Council to declare in advance it will 
not approve any redevelopment plan or condemn any land 
until the housing needs of the current residents are handled 
satisfactorily. In addition, the ANC asks the Council to go on 
record in favor of earmarking an "adequate" percentage of 
new residential construction for low and moderate income 
families.

WHEN WILL METRO’S RESTORATION OF M STREET 
BEGIN? 

The Metro Contractor has submitted to D.C. Dept, of 
Transportation a permit application for restoration of 
M Street which will provide for completion of the con¬ 
tract early in August without an extension of the con¬ 
tract. During the deck beam removal and placement 
of permanent roadway for the purpose of restoration, 
the plan shows that from April 20th thru July 1st one 
lane of traffic in each direction on M Street between 
3rd & 6th Sts., S\ty will be implemented.

deck beams are removed at the 3rd St. end of the proj¬ 
ect - - thus not effecting local traffic traveling West 
bound between 4th & 6th Sts. The last weekend par¬ 
tial closing begins at 6 a.m. on June 4th and ends at 
6 a.m. on June 6th, while deck beams are removed from 
the eastern part of the 4th & M Sts. intersection. A 
second lane of East bound traffic will be provided to 
4th St. after June 4th during rush hours. Two lanes of 
traffic on the restored street will be provided after July 
4th through completion of the contract August 2, 1977. 
The SW Assembly’s Executive Board at its April 13th 
meeting endorsed the contractor’s application, citing 
the urgent necessity of restoring M Street as soon as 
possible so the SW community can return to normal 
and the problems of our beleaguered Waterside Mall can 
be resolved. The Waterside Mall Merchants Association 
has also gone on record as supporting the SW citizens’ 
position. This permit application should be approved by 
the D.C. Dept, of Transporation so that the extreme 
hardship - physical, emotional and economic impacts - - 
the Metro construction has had on the entire SW com¬ 
munity will cease on August 2, 1977.

CITY COUNCIL ADOPTS ANC ADVICE 
ON SOUTH CAPITOL STREET REDEVELOPMENT 

The City Council, meeting March 22, accepted a number of 
suggestions from the SW/SE Advisory Neighborhood Commis- 

( sion (ANC 2D) on how the city should go about redeveloping 
the 40 acre tract in Southeast between the Navy Yard and South 
Capitol Street. 

According to ANC Chairperson Richard Westbrook (SMD 1), 
the Council’s action “represents a very significant victory for 
the community and shows that we can have an effect on city 
policies.” 

Led by Housing Committee Chairperson Nadine Winter and 
Ward II Council Member John Wilson, the Council added sever¬ 
al amendments to a resolution by the Department of Housing 
and Community Development (DHCD) to o.k. DHCD’s plan 
for redeveloping the area between First Street, S.E. and South 
Capitol Street, South of M Street. The resolution authorizes 
the DHCD to award approximately $200,000 for a feasibility 
study and an additional $100,000 to draw up a redevelopment 
plan. At the request of the ANC, Wilson sponsored an amend¬ 
ment binding the Council to reject any plans to develop the so- 
called South Capitol Street Development Area (SCSDA) “unless 
and until there is adequate alternative housing, including reloca¬ 
tion benefits, for the current residents of the area.” 

Following another request of the ANC, Councilmember Winter 
pressed the Council to declare its belief that a certain portion of 
any new residential construction in the SCSD area should be 
earmarked for low and moderate income families. Together 
. these actions may help to avert the failures of earlier urban

renewal programs which made no allowance for the people 
whose homes were tom down to make way for office buildings 
and luxury apartments. 

The Council also agreed with the ANC that the contractor 
selected to carry out the feasibility study should be required to 
include the cost of increased public services such as fire, police, 
and education in evaluating the financial feasibility of redevelop¬ 
ment. This is intended to assure that increased property taxes 
are not outweighed by increased costs of public services. (Dravo 
Corporation, for instance, has suggested building a new commu¬ 
nity of 7,000 to 10,000 people.) 

The Council also accepted the ANC’s suggestion that its approval, 
and not merely advice, should be sought by DHCH before the 
Department awards the $100,000 planning contract. The ANC’s 
recommendations to the Council grew out of two Community 
Meetings and the work of the South Capitol Street/Buzzard Point 
Committee which the ANC co-sponsored with Friendship House, 
Southwest House and the Southwest Neighborhood Assembly.

PARCEL 23: HOTEL/OFFICE OR DAY CARE CENTER? 

On May 4 the Redevelopment Land Agency will decide whether 
there should be a Holiday Inn - office building or a day care 
center and parking complex on C Street SW between 4th and 
6th., an area known as Parcel 23. The alternative plans are con¬ 
tained in two proposals submitted in response to a January I 
RLA offer to sell or lease the land. 

Donhoe Construction Co. would like to build a Holiday Inn 
with at least 250 rooms along with a major office building, 
retail stores and a parking structure. They hope to build pedes¬ 
trian plazas and landscaped terraces which will be available to 
residents of Southwest as well as tenants and hotel guests. 

The employee corporation, which is headed by executives from 
HEW and DOT, does not propose to demolition the buildings 
now on the site (i.e., District Grocery Warehouse). They want 
to set up an educational day care center that would cater to 
children of government employees as well as southwest residents. 
They would also like to develop a vocational and career training 
center to provide opportunities for unemployed D.C. residents 
and propose rehabilitating the existing gasoline station for this 
purpose. They would also provide a parking facility.

ANC CRITICIZES MUNICIPAL PLANNING OFFICE 

The “Goals and Policies” workbook issued for Southwest by 
the Municipal Planning Office met a critical reception at the 
April meeting of the SW/SE Advisory Neighborhood Commis- 

( m (ANC). While recognizing the planning document as a 
valuable community resource tool,” the ANC adopted a 
statement which criticized its goals as “too vague” to “stimu¬ 
late meaningful public debate.” The document says nothing 
about such pressing problems as Waterside Mall and the poor 
condition of local public housing, according to Carol Cowgill 
of the Southwest Neighborhood Assembly, who drafted the 
ANC position statement. 

In another action, the ANC found “no adverse impact” to 
the community if the Army constructs a chapel on the Fort 
McNair grounds, but urged the National Capitol Planning Com¬ 
mission to give careful attention to future uses of the military 
installation. Several concerns were voiced by Kathy Stief, 
president of the Southwest Neighborhood Assembly, which 
had previously been stated by the Assembly in 1975 when re¬ 
viewing the preliminary master plan for Fort McNair. 

The ANC also took a position on a proposal to establish an 
independent merit system for D.C. government employees. 
Commissioner Wes Long (SMD 2) was authorized to tell the 
City Council’s Committee on Government Operations that the 
ANC believes department heads should serve at the Mayor’s 
pleasure and that confirmation of these appointments by the 
Council should be required. According to the ANC, “much of 
the mismanagement and unresponsiveness of District depart- 
i ents and agencies is the result of the Mayor not having the 
* jwer of dismissal over the heads of these departments and 
agencies.”

CHANGES IN BUS ROUTES FOR NOVEMBER 

SW/SE residents are urged to write METRO with comments on 
bus route changes planned for next November. The following 
are only tentative and will depend on comments from the 
public: 

ROUTE 50 - extended north to the new Takoma Metro station. 
ROUTES 52 and 54 - no change 
ROUTE 56 - discontinued 

ROUTE 58 - discontinued. People going to Summit Hill will 
have to transfer to S-4, S-8, or other routes. 

ROUTE 60 - will be extended from 11th and Monroe to the 
Fort Totten METRO station (near Riggs Rd and S. Dakota 
Avenue, N.E.) Also a short “jog” will be added on D Street 
from 4th to 3rd in order to connect with the Federal Center 
METRO stop. 

ROUTE 61 - same as 60, but ending at the Soldiers Home 
instead of Fort Totten. 

ROUTE 72 - discontinued; replaced by a No. 50 extended and 
No. S-8, but neither of these lines travel south of C St., SW 
ROUTE 74 and 76 - discontinued; replaced by a new No. 61 
which terminates at the Soldiers’ Home and follows the same 
route in Southwest as No. 60, i.e., it goes up 4th instead of 
7th Street. METRO claims that No. 70 and No. 71 schedules 
will be “adjusted” to take care of the passengers who ride 
the discontinued lines. 

ROUTE 80 and 83 - will begin at Crystal City instead of the 
Kennedy Center, which will no longer be served. The new 
route comes across the 14th St. Bridge, over Independence 
Ave. to Canal St., to C, along C to First St. and north on 
First Street. 

ROUTE R-5 - will remain as it is, but the name will be changed 
to M-5 “to reflect better the family of routes to which the 
service belongs.”

Virginia Keith discusses 
housing problems with 
H.R. Crawford 


When a District 
government of¬ 
ficial was 
asked if he 
knew Virginia Keith, he said "Sure, she's 
part of a political matriarchy here in 
Washington that has never been given any 
real power. It's too bad because they're a 
shrewd, strong-willed, tough-minded bunch. 

But at the same time they have some old fash¬ 
ioned beliefs about compassion and honesty. 
I'd love to see them given a chance to run 
the city." 


Virginia Keith is not likely to run for 
mayor or the council. She is now consumer 
specialist at Southwest Community House and 
is talking about retiring so that she can 
devote her time to the problems of the aged. 

P'nsumer activities at Southwest House include 
i sale of food stamps to 125-130 clients 
each month and the free distribution of sup¬ 
plemental food parcels to about 90 pregnant 
women, infants, and young children every two 
weeks. The office is a small row house on 
N Street, with living room walls decorated 
with grocery ads torn from the newspapers. 

The kitchen has been turned into an emergen¬ 
cy food and clothing bank, stocked with do¬ 
nations from area residents. Mrs. Keith 
herself is active in consumer education and 
budget counseling. 


asthmatic daughter. On welfare for a while, 
she recalls that "I learned what could be done 
on a limited income. You've got to have faith 
and fortitude to hang on. Nothing stays the 
same." 

Nothing that takes advantage of consumers stays 
the same if Mrs. Keith can find a way to help 
change it. Lately, she has joined in campaigns 
to get Metro to improve pedestrian access to 
Waterside Mall and to persuade managers of 
drug stores to fill prescriptions for senior 
citizens without delay. "Now old people are 
having to wait around three or four hours, or 
go back a second time to pick up their medi¬ 
cine," she says, "when just getting to the 
drug store once is hard enough for many of them." 
She has helped organize boycotts, lobbied for 
consumer protection legislation, and was also 
the first low income person to be president 
of the Southwest Neighborhood Assembly. 

One of the disadvantages of Southwest, she be¬ 
lieves, is the lack of shopping alternatives. 

With only one supermarket, there is no compe¬ 
tition. She is convinced that the big stores 
raise prices on the 1st and 15th of the month, 
to coincide with welfare payments. Her advice 
to low income consumers is to shop for gro¬ 
ceries several times a month, instead of buying 
everything the same day the welfare check comes. 

Mrs. Keith remembers that, before urban renewal, 
there were many small merchants along M Street. 
They were all promised store space when the 
new shopping mall was completed, as an induce¬ 
ment to vacate. "But, of course, when the mall 
was finally ready years later, the merchants 
couldn't afford the high rents. That caused a 
lot of bitterness." 


She never majored in consumer education. In 
fact, she never went to college. But that 
doesn't slow her down at all. Mrs. Keith 
began to learn consumerism at home, she says, 
during the many years she was caring for her 



Looking back, one of the most important gains 
for consumers, Mrs. Keith believes, was the 
opening of the Southwest House Federal Credit 
Union. Organized 1965 with three members 
depositing $25, its membership is now 2800 



with $716,000 in assets. Mrs. Keith was among 
the first members (she holds passbook number 
nine) and has been the treasurer for ten years. 
"I always insist that a welfare mother open a 
savings account there so that she'll have money 
for emergencies," she says. Members are eligi¬ 
ble to apply for unsecured loans up to $2,500. 
"For example," Mrs. Keith continued, "when peo¬ 
ple need to borrow money for furniture, I tell 
them to go to the credit union instead of being 
gouged by the Seventh Street stores." The sec¬ 
ond strongest of the nine community credit un¬ 
ions in the city, the Southwest institution 
(located at Waterside Mall) last year approved 
1273 loan applications and turned down 99. 

Over the years, the credit union has loaned over 
three and a half million dollars. Only a negli¬ 
gible 1.7 percent has been written off as bad 
debts. According to Vincent Devitt, the manager 
"People on welfare rarely miss a payment." 

Mrs. Keith was involved in another attempt to 
make credit available at reasonable rates to 
low income people. Three area department 
stores - Kann's, Penney's, and Woodies - were 
persuaded to permit selected customers to make 
purchases up to $50 and repay in $5 monthly 
installments. To qualify, the customers were 
required to take a course on the use of credit 
and counselors followed up to make sure all 
payments were made on schedule. Before the 
program was finally phased out, a number of 
customers were given regular charge accounts. 
"Older people really took advantage of this," 
she said. "Many of them had never before been 
able to go into a big store and buy something 
on credit." 


The problems of the aged are foremost among 
Mrs. Keith's concerns now. In May, Congress¬ 
man Walter Fauntroy invited her to be a senior 
intern on Capitol Hill, and to attend a con¬ 
ference on legislation for over-65 citizens.

A.N.C. CHIDES POLICE 


A.N.C. ASKS THAT LIBRARIES BE OPEN 7 VAVS 


The Southwest/Southeast ANC thinks the 
police should be as concerned with follow¬ 
ing the law as they are in enforcing it. 
according to two resolutions the ANC pass¬ 
ed at its July 13 meeting. 

The first resolution demands that the police 
make "every effort" to notify parents when 
their children have been taken into custody 
as soon as possible. The second resolution 
adopted unanimously by the Conmlssloners 
"demands that the police adhere strictly to 
the laws governing police search-and-entry." 

The Commission's actions were in response to 
reports from Commissioner Lillian Johnson 
(SMD #8) and Sally Alexander (SMD #3) which 
alleged misconduct by the police. According 
to Commissioner Johnson the police have 
come into people's homes without search war¬ 
rants and have conducted searches. 

She also charged that the police have "pick¬ 
ed up" minora and have held them at the 
police station for long periods without no¬ 
tifying their parents. This has caused a 
great deal of worry and aggravation for both 
parents and children. Commissioner Alexander 
reported similar problems in her SMD. 

The resolution passed by the ANC advises the 
police that "parents should be notified that 
their children are in police custody before 
the children are taken out of their neighbor¬ 
hoods." In cases where "this cannot be done," 
the ANC advises that "parents should be no¬ 
tified as soon as their children reach the 
police station. 

Residents of the ANC 2D area who have com¬ 
plaints of police misconduct that they wish 
to report can notify the ANC by calling 
554-1795.

The hearing will be held at 
St. Augustine/Temple Micah, 600 M St., SW, 
at 7 pm. Those who desire to testify should 
call 629-4426 by 5 pm September 16th. The 
hearing will be on the Municipal Planning 
Office proposal of June 8, 1977, which pro¬ 
poses: 1) Adopt as map changes the zone 
districts for SW as advertised and heard in 
January 1977; 2) Add a new section to the 

Zoning regulations which would serve to fill 
in the gaps in control as between the zoning 
adopted for the area and the urban renewal 
plan. This new section would be added to 
Article 76, "Miscellaneous Provisions". MPO 
( fficials admit that the proposal does not 
address itself to what happens after 1996. 

The SW Neighborhood Assembly's testimony 
states opposition to this MPO proposal and 
will be reviewed at the Assembly's August 
25th meeting.

If all goes well, ANC 2D has learned 
that renovation work will begin in mid- 
November on the huge, hulking Arthur Cap^E| 
per hi-rise that has sat windowless and 
vacant at 1101 7th St. S.E. for the last 
several years.

In response to strong resident interest, 
the SW/SE ANC (2D) has decided to establish a 
Parking Committee to organize a petition to 
have Southwest covered by the DC government 
Parking Permit Program. 

To be covered, 7o% of a neighborhood’s 
legal parking spaces must be occupied during 
business hours and 10% of the cars must be 
from out of the area. Unfortunately, as the 
many people who called the ANC office to 
offer their support know, the SW more than 
meet these criteria. According to a study 
conducted by the DC Department of Transport¬ 
ation, 97% of SW parking spaces are occupied 
on a typical day, and 50% of the cars bear 
out of state licenses; only two neighborhoods 
have worse parking problems.

At a September 15 hearing, SW residents 
protested WMATA’s plan to discontinue the 
Downtowner Mini-Bus service (Route M-8) to 
Southwest. Responding to this criticism, 
WMATA said they will look again at the pro¬ 
posed change. A decision will be made with¬ 
in 30 days.

"We're not looked on by funding agencies 
as one of the top priorities," said John 
Williams, new executive director of South¬ 
west Community House, "unless we can show 
that we're in line with their objectives. 
That's what we're trying to do." His plans 
call for a stronger emphasis on youth and 
jobs. 

Williams, who studied 12 years for the 
priesthood, previously headed child care 
services for the Archdiocese of Washington, 
which he built from scratch into a half¬ 
million dollar program. He also taught day 
care administration at American University. 

Among the new initiatives, SW House and the 
SW Neighborhood Assembly are cooperating in 
an effort to have a Vista Volunteer assign¬ 
ed to the community. The Volunteer would 
supervise the general education (or high 
school equivalency) program and assist the 
public schools in reducing truancy. Also 
in the planning stage is a halfway house for 
first and minimal offenders. Southwest has 
an especially high rate of juvenile crime, 
Williams noted. "But because there are no 
facilities here, young offenders are re¬ 
ferred out of the area. So we can't keep 
track of them." 

Top among Williams' longer range priorities 
is the creation of employment opportunities 
in Southwest. He is scouting the area in 
search of ideas for service-providing busi¬ 
nesses. "Some of the services that Youth 
Pride offers in other parts of the city - 
such as landscaping - could be started here," 
Williams said. He is also considering the 
feasibility of a cooperative food store which 
could create a wide range of new jobs, from 
trucking to accounting. 

SW House will soon move to new quarters at 
156 Q St., where three of its six programs 
will be located. Founded 25 years ago, SW 
House has a full time staff of 3** and a 
budget of $350,000. Most of its support 
comes from UP0, United Way, and the DC Depart¬ 
ment of Human Resources.

SW RESIDENTS REJECT 2ND MPO ZONING PROPOSAL 


COMMUNITY INTERVIEWS CONTRACTORS SEEKING 
DEVELOPMENT OF 40 ACRES IN SE 


In January of this year, a public 
hearing was conducted by the D.C.Zoning 
Commission at St Augustine/Micah Temple, 
where SW residents opposed the district 
map. Not withstanding this opposition, 

MPO turned to propose the same zoning map 
at the September 19 hearing, in addition 
to a text change which was to fill any gaps 
between the Urban Renewal Plan and the zon¬ 
ing districts. 

The Southwest Neighborhood Assembly's 
testimony asked that zoning be adopted in 
conformity with the Urban Renewal Plan in 
its as-built condition, except for Water, 
side Mall. The Assembly described each de¬ 
velopment in SW and recommended a zone dis¬ 
trict to fit the as-built condition. They 
charged that the MPO proposal was incompati¬ 
ble with the SW Urban Renewal Plan and that 
the text change and map would permit as a 
matter of right changes in the as-built con¬ 
dition when the Plan controls expire in 
1996. The Assembly also criticized Corpora¬ 
tion Counsel's opinion and MPO's interpreta¬ 
tion of that opinion - upon which the MPO 
zoning proposal was based. 

Buttressing the Assembly's position, 
SW/SE ANC proposed an amendment to the MPO 
proposal. MPO had suggested that the Urban 
Renewal Plan would have priority in case of 
a conflict with the zoning districts; the 
ANC suggestion is that priority also be giv¬ 
en to the site development plans. 

Comments on the proposal will be ac¬ 
cepted by the Zoning Commission for two weeks 
following the September 19th hearing. 

It is not known when a decision 
will be made on the case. The Zoning 
Commission meets on the 2nd Thursday of the 
month. For further information call the 
zoning office at 629-4426.

DHCD will also grant to 
the contractor an exclusive right to 
build the development. Both phases must 
be approved by the City Council before 
construction can begin.

GREEN LEAF ANN EX RESIDENTS PETITION 
D.C . ZONING C OMMISSION 

At the D.C. Zoning Commission's pub¬ 
lic hearing on September 19, 1977, S.W. 
residents learned that zoning for Greenleaf 
Annex, when adopted, will take effect im¬ 
mediately because Greenleaf Annex, which 
is bounded by 3rd, M and I Streets, and 
Delaware Avenue, is not in the Urban Re¬ 
newal Area. The Municipal Planning Office 
has proposed that Greenleaf Annex be zoned 
as "Apartments" although the area is com¬ 
posed almost entirely of row houses. Fol¬ 
lowing the September 19 hearing, a petition 
was circulated which requested that Green¬ 
leaf Annex be zoned "single family homes." 
Approximately 400 signatures were obtained 
the petition, primarily from residents 
at Greenleaf Annex but also at nearby pub¬ 
lic housing in Southwest. Not only has the 
SW Assembly testified at the hearing but it 
has also sent a letter stating its full sup¬ 
port of the residents petition. 

Arguments were expressed at the hear¬ 
ing by members of the SW Community in an 
effort to protect all "single family dwell¬ 
ing" in the Urban Renewal Area which MPO 
has proposed be zoned as "apartments." 

The Urban Renewal Plan restrictions will 
provide protection until 1996 for those 
areas within the Urban Renewal Area. The 
record on this case. No. 76-1, was closed 
on October 3, 1977, and awaits action by 
the D.C. Zoning Commission.

PARKING BAN CAMPAIGN IN FULL DRIVE 

The movement to bring the city's new 
parking program to the Southwest is gaining 
momentum. Harried homeowners and hassled 
apartment dwellers, tired of the daily 
struggle for parking spaces near their hon^fc 
are calling the ANC office daily to expres^^ 
their support for the program now in effect 
on Capitol Hill and in Georgetown. 

The ANC called a meeting at the end of 
September to coordinate a petition to have 
the Southwest area covered by the new pro¬ 
gram. As a result of the meeting, ANC Com 
missioners and Delegates Dick Wesbrook 
(SMD 1), Wes Long (SMD 2), Grace Savage 
(SMD 4), and Mair Moody (SMD 5) will coor¬ 
dinate efforts in their respective Single 
Member Districts. 

In order for residents to obtain a 
parking permit, which costs $5 a year, they 
must live on a block on which a majority 
of the households have signed a petition re¬ 
questing the parking limits. This include 
high-rise apartments.

SOLAR ENERGY ON SW WATERFRONT 

Solar energy will soon begin heating 
half of Hogate’s Seafood Restaurant's 10,000 
gallons of water per day. Joe Wohlman 
project manager for the Marriot Corporation, 
owner of Hogate's - located at 9th street 
and Maine Ave., SW, said the 3 x 12 foot 
glass-faced panels on the roof and related 
tanks and pipes are being installed in a 
cost-sharing test with the Federal Energy 
and Research Development Administration., 
which will have full access to them for a 
five year period. They will be monitored 
intensively by ERDA for a year, and less in¬ 
tensively for four more, through electronic 
sensors. Wohlman estimated that they will 
begin tentative operation this month, and 
will test out the equipment for at least a 
month before it is placed in full operation. 
"We're excited about it,"he said, noting 
that solar heating is similar to a car ra¬ 
diator in reverse, with inner fins absorbing 
heat and transfering it to water carrying 
tubes. It is expected to heat all the res¬ 
taurant's water on some sunny days, none at 
all on others, averaging out to about 50 per 
cent. This project is one of 39 ERDA is in¬ 
stalling on commercial establishments na¬ 
tionally. Hogate's will have a lobby dis¬ 
play explaining it, giving solar heating in¬ 
formation to home owners.

PAY AS YOU SWIM? RECREATION FEES STUDIED 

Under Congressional pressure the DC 
Department of Recreation has carried out a 
feasibility study of charging for many of 
its activities. 

The preliminary proposal calls for char¬ 
ging children 25<t a swim; those over 17 would 
would pay 50<t. Fees would also be set for 
the use of lighted fields, tennis courts, 
athletic equipment, sound equipment, indoor 
facilities and other services. 

Despite the number of fees involved, the 
department estimates that they will return 
only $315,000 a year to the city--a small sum 
when compared to department's $18.4 million 
annual operating budget.

WILSON TO ASK FOR HOUSING AUDIT AT ANC 
REQUEST 

Following more than a year and half of 
work, the SW/SE ANC unanimously passed a reso¬ 
lution Oct. 12, with strong community suppoi^ 
requesting the City Council to direct the 
Aduitor to analyze the management of the city 
public housing and recommend improvements. 

The resolution was personally presented 
to Councilmember John Wilson by a delegation 
including ANCommissioners Clarence Green, Wes 
Long, and Chairperson Dick Westbrook; also 
participating, John Williams of SW House and 
Vivian Williams of Friendship House. Wilson 
told the group he would request the City Audi¬ 
tor's Office to carry out the requested study. 

As back-ground, the ANC resolution point 
ed out many problems in the present operation 
of public housing. For instance, the housing 
maintenance division receives more work orders 
than it can complete, possibly because it has 
more than 80 vacancies. Although the city has 
only "obligated" 17 of the 38 million dollars 
it has received from the Federal government, 
city officials guesstimate they need $80 mil¬ 
lion to bring public housing up to "minimal 
standards." (Meanwhile applicants for public 
housing are told they must wait 5 years and 1 
month while there are vacant units boarded-up 
in Greenleaf Annex.)

* Voted to OPPOSE the new ZONING regulations 
proposed for SW and tenatively approved by the 
the Zoning Commission on the grounds that the 
new plan would permit the character of SW to 
be changed; e.g. light industry would be al¬ 
lowed on the waterfront and townhouses could 
be replaced by hi-rises. 

* In view of the dwindling supply of volun¬ 
teer help, a committee will be appointed to 
study the feasibility of the ANC providing 
further assistance to the SWNA in publishing 
the SWer. 

* Decided that developers of a new restau¬ 
rant chain will be told that "SAMBO'S" is NOT 
a good choice for a name and that they should 
select a new one. 

* Gave GENERAL SUPPORT to the efforts of the 
DC LAW REVISION COMMISSION to revise the crim¬ 
inal code, and requested there be additional 
public education on the LRC proposals. 

* Approved giving continued ASSISTANCE to 
the residents of the SCSDArea (see related 
story).

LAND SPECULATORS ON HALF STREET SE; 

TENANTS AND COMMUNITY GROUPS FIGHT BACK 

Tenants and community groups are mobili¬ 
zing to resist the efforts of land specula¬ 
tors to force the immediate dislocation of 
low and moderate income families in the so- 
called "South Capitol Street Development 
Area" (SCSDA), the area below M St. SE be¬ 
tween S. Capitol St. and 1st St. SE. 

On Sept. 29 three families on the 1200 
block were told by the Floyd E. Davis Co. 
that they had until Jan„ 1 to move out of 
their homes. On Nov. 4 T. Trittipoe sent a 
notice to all of the tenants from 1212 thru 
1234 Half St. SE telling them that the owners 
of their homes were offering them for sale 
("Price: $258,000.00, Terms: Cash, Settle¬ 
ment: 30 days") 

Vivian Williams of the South Capitol St. 
/Buzzard Point Committee calls these notices 
"scare tactics" and says that the tenants 
should not panic. She says that the Commit¬ 
tee, which is made up of representatives of 
ANC 2D, Friendship House, SW Assembly and SW 
House, has been told by lawyers that the no¬ 
tices are also probably illegal. 

These developments come in the wake of 
DC government efforts to spur redevelopment 
of the SCSDArea and the formal signing on 
Oct. 20 of a $200,000 contract with the Pitts¬ 
burg-based Dravo.Corp. to conduct a feasibil¬ 
ity study of the area. Both DC government 
and Dravo officials, meanwhile, have register¬ 
ed concern that speculators might drive up 
prices to the point that the DC City Council 
would refuse to appropriate the money required 
to purchase the 40 acres making up the SCDA. 
This in turn would kill redevelopment plans. 

The SCS/BP Committee is now busily at 
work alerting area residents of their rights 
(a community meeting is scheduled for Nov. 18 
at St. Vincents Church) and looking for ways 
to block the proposed Jan. evictions. Among 
those assisting the Committee are Johnny Bar¬ 
nes of Walter Fauntroy's office and Eric Jones 
of John Wilson's office. 

Barnes, a veteran of the fight by Seaton 
St. residents to hang on to their homes, says 
that the best way for SCSDA tenants to avoid 
eviction is to buy their homes, and he assures 
them that they can do it even if they are re¬ 
tired and living on fixed incomes. Jeff Mor¬ 
ris of Pepetual S&L, which helped the Seaton 
St. group, says that his bank is interested in 
doing the same for Half St. SE tenants.
